DETROIT (AP) — United Auto

UAW President Walter Reuther 
told newsmen that the company 
had added something new.

Stellate told newsmen the strike 
was on and said he had received 
reports that walkouts were begin­ 
ning at Rouge.

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Dog-Wagging By Peiping 


If Americans are breathing easier in the 


hope that the ambassadorial talks in War­ 
saw herald a cooling-off period in the Far 


East crisis, they can perhaps find some solace 


in speculation that the Russians are doing 


the same thing. 
There hav e been intermittent rumors in 
recent y ears that Peiping is more of a thorn 
than balm in Moscow’s side, but nev er before 
has there been such concrete ev idence that 
the Red China tail can and sometimes does 
wag, the Kremlin dog. 
The whole thing started when Mao Tse-tung 
forced Nikita Khrushchev into a complete 
about-face on the Mideast summit conference 
because it would hav e been held in the United 
Nations Security Council, of which Nationalist 
China is a member. Miffed and angered by 
this diplomatic boo-boo by the Russian, Mao 
may v ery well hav e sparked the present situa­ 
tion to show the Russians as well as ev ery one 
else that he is too big to be ignored. 
Another clue is Khrushchev ’s warning to 
the United States last week that the Sov iet 
Union would be a full partner with Red 
China In the ev ent of war. It is highly doubt­ 
ful the av erage Russian is any more eager 
to die for the offshore islands than the av er- 


agc American Is. It is equally doubtful the 
Sov iet high command enjoy s the prospect of 
hav ing Russian cities wiped out in nuclear 
warfare any more than American officials de­ 
sire to lose our strategic centers. 
Then there are the rumors that Mao de­ 
manded and got from Khrushchev a promise 
of nuclear weapons and rocket missiles. If 
they hav e been or are deliv ered. Mao is in 
a position to trigger a nuclear war himself. 
Some diplomats believ e that because this pos­ 
sibility is so unattractiv e to the Kremlin. 
Khrushchev ’s pronouncement of support for 
Peiping was intended to serv e as fulfillment 
of the weapons commitment. 
Topping ev ery thing is the definite likelihood 
that the Russian bosses are growing increas­ 
ingly uneasy ov er the mounting Chinese 
strength on the Sov iet’s southern border. This, 
plus Mao’s willingness to take large gambles 
at Moscow’s ex pense, would help to ex plain 
why Khrushchev was willing to go all out 
in his efforts to appease his “ little brother” 
in Peiping. 
Pursued to its logical conclusion, the ev i­ 
dence—though circumstancial to the Western 
detectiv e—supports the v erdict that Mao has 
made his point: The Kremlin is on probation 
not to ignore Peiping again. 


Parents’ Choice: Is It Good Enough? 


The suit by a segregationist Little Rock 
mother to force Gov . Orv al Faubus to re­ 
open the high schools ev en on an integrated 
basis may be, as has been suspected, a pre­ 
arranged legal gambit. Nev ertheless it could 
be more truth than fiction as a clue to the 
ultimate solution of the present imoasse 
southern politicos hav e created in the deseg­ 
regation situation. 
There can be no doubt that the majority 
of Arkansas w’hite parents oppose integra­ 
tion. They re-elected Orv al Faubus to prov e 
it. The question is w-hether they are willing 
to go so far as to depriv e their own children 
of an adequate education in order to pre­ 
v ent a few Negroes from getting the same 
education. 
This question Faubus himself cannot an­ 
swer, despite his cocksure statements on his 
legal position in the school-closing action and 
his boasts of “ full” support among parents 
inv olv ed. That is the basis for one theory 
regarding the mother’s suit: It may hav e 
been designed to use the state courts to get 
the gov ernor off the hook if too much com.- 
munity criticism dev elops in the wake of 
the closing. 
Faubus’ doubts about how far he can go 
can also be seen in the prov ision for a ref­ 
erendum that he inserted in the law au­ 
thorizing closing of the schools. True, this is 
really only a gimmick, because a majority 
of all qualified v oters must approv e in order 
to reopen the integrated school — and that 
is about twice the number of v oters that 
usually turns oi4 for an Arkansas election. 
Yet the ballot scheduled for Oct. 7 could 
serv e as a barometer to community feeling 
ev en if it does not reopen the school. 
Already many Little Rock families hav e 


attempted to enter their children in other 
schools now unaffected by federal court or­ 
ders. They hav e failed, primarily because 
the other schools face the common problem 
of ov ercrowding already . Ev en if the other 
districts were willing to take the Little Rock 
students, it seems unlikely under the cir­ 
cumstances the y oungsters would be able to 
get 
schooling 
comparable 
to what 
they 
would hav e in their normal facilities. 
As for reopening the schools on a priv ate, 
segregated basis, the Little Rock 
s c h ool 
board has raised the question of whether 
this can be done with assurance of full ac­ 
creditation. A diploma from an unaccredited 
school could hardly be considered a certi­ 
ficate of adequate education, especially in 
the ey es of colleges and univ ersities outside 
the state. 
Finally , although there is no federal pro­ 
v ision, 
constitutional 
or 
statutory , 
which 
forces a state to hav e a public school sy s­ 
tem, the tradition of public education is im­ 
bedded in this nation’s way of life at least 
as deeply as segregation is in the southern 
way of life. Aside from the legal question of 
using public tax money for priv ate schools, 
there remains a considerable suspicion that 
the kind of switcheroo contemplated by both 
Arkansas and Virginia cannot prov ide the 
same schooling a public sy stem does. 
As Gov . Faubus say s, there has been no 
“ massiv e resistance” in Little Rock to his 
order closing the high schools. But if white 
parents there hav e the same hopes and de­ 
sires for their children parents univ ersally 
hav e, it will be hard — as the schoolless 
day s tick off — for them to resist the con­ 
clusion that an integrated school is better 
than none at all. 


Names—But No Stones, Please 


As the United Nations General Assembly 


opens its 13ih regular session in the usual 
aura of crisis, the v oices of the cy nics who 
decry all that talk can be heard again. But 


they are getting dimmer. 
The reason can be found in that taunting 
retort of childhood quarrels: 
“ Sticks 
and 
stones may break my bones, but names will 
nev er hurt me.” 
In any dispute on any lev el—starting with 
family fights — where the opposing sides 
possess relativ ely equal muscle power, it is 
considered not only polite but definitely 
wise to “ sit down and talk things o\er.’* 
When the dispute is an international affair 
that could mean life or death to millions, 
talking things ov er looks considerably more 
attractiv e. 
Consequently , as crises dev elop one after 
another 
with 
frustrating 
persistence all 
around the globe, world leaders react ev er 
more frequently by drawing back at the

The opponents usually are so adamant in 
their stands that no real solution to their 
dispute is ev en ex pected. But while they 
attack each other’s positions with words, the 
“ hot spot” of the moment tends to cool 
off sufficiently to let 
the 
world’s 
people 
breathe a bit easier before the nex t crisis 
pops up. 
Because name-calling is much more satis­ 
fy ing in public than in priv ate, the U.N. is 
ideally suited as the place for it. The As­ 
sembly ’s 8 2 members include nearly all the 
nations of the world, representing all regions, 
races, cultures, religions and economic and 
geographic interests. 
In time when peace means no more than 
the absence of large-scale shooting, the U.N. 
has prov ed amazingly successful as a peace­ 
maker. It should not be sold short because 
it does little more than talk.

If word receiv ed here is accu­ 
rate these are well informed men, 
indeed — Hoffa told his people dur­ 
ing a transcontinental telephone 
conv ersation on Sept. 9, that the 
Teamsters will call a national con­ 
v ention for sometime in February 
in Chicago. That will depend on 
hotel space.

gard the resignation as a confes­ 
sion of guilt and hammer away at 
the issue ev en harder? 
The mere asking of these ques­ 
tions points up the dilemma faced 
by both President Eisenhower and 
Mr. Adams this week, now that 
the latter has returned from his 
v acation. 
The problem doesn’t inv olv e any 
new facts. For the underly ing situ­ 
ation is just the same as it was 
when the political furor ov er the 
acceptance of gifts by Mr. Adams 
from his close personal friend, 
Bernard Goldfine, 
first hit the 
headlines in J une. 
It now is being said, of course, 
that the Maine election a week ago 
accentuated the importance of the 
issue. 
This sounds like an alibi from 
the side that, for other reasons, 
lost the election and from those 
weak-kneed candidates among the 
Republicans who now fear they 
may lose out, too — also for other 
reasons. 


ACTUALLY, it will do no good, 
politically speaking, for Sherman 
Adams to resign v oluntarily . There 
might hav e been last J une a slight 
benefit 
politically 
if 
President 
Eisenhower himself had asked for 
the resignation. 
But if done at this late date, the 
Democrats would immediately ask 
why Mr. Eisenhower waited so 
long — and they would continue to 
try to smear his administration 
any how as somehow “ tainted.’* 
If the Republican nominees who 
are clamoring for the scalp of 
Sherman 
Adams 
would 
ex hibit 
some of the courage that is oc­ 
casionally manifested ev en by can­ 
didates 
for 
public 
office, 
they 
would turn the Sherman Adams is­ 
sue around and take a leaf from 
the book of the militant “ liberals’* 
whose battle cry in recent y ears 
has been that a man should be pre­ 
sumed innocent until he is prov ed 
guilty and should not be made to 
suffer because of “ guilt by asso­ 
ciation.” 
It’s better sometimes to lose an 
election in order to reaffirm and 
ev entually v indicate a principle. 
Not a single piece of ev idence 
ex ists 
to 
show 
that 
Sherman 
Adams v iolated any law or ex er­ 
cised any improper influence or 
achiev ed any improper objectiv e. 
His acceptance of gifts from a 


personal friend turned out to b® 
“ imprudent” because of the innu­ 
endoes publicized by a hostile in­ 
v estigating committee in Congress, 
but it is true that Mr. Adams per­ 
formed ex actly the same serv ice 
for many other citizens from whom 
he nev er receiv ed any gifts. 
For the ex ecutiv e offices staff to 
make inquiries from other depart­ 
ments or agencies of the gov ern­ 
ment in behalf of the citizens -— 
all of whom hav e a right to “ peti­ 
tion the gov ernment for a redress 
of griev ances” — is to apply the 
First Amendment in the Bill of 
Rights of the Constitution. 
But the politicians, who know 
that suspicion does not constitute 
proof of guilt, 
are nev ertheless 
groping for a scapegoat. 
Somehow, they believ e that they 
can curry fav or with the v oters by 
coming out for the dismissal of 
Mr. Adams. This assumes that the 
public has been misled or cannot 
weigh the truth when it is fully 
presented on the stump. 
So far as meeting the issue rais­ 
ed by the Democrats, there is the 
Biblical argument that only he who 
is withoat sin may cast the first 
stone. 
The record of conv ictions and 
imprisonment of sev eral persons 
who held office under the last 
Democratic 
administration could 
make interesting rebuttal material 
for the Republicans to use if the 
Democratic 
candidates want to 
risk a rev iv al of those controv er­ 
sies and a reminder of some act­ 
ual and undisputed cases of cor­ 
ruption. 


THERE MIGHT BE, to be sure, 
some constructiv e purpose serv ed 
by a v oluntary resignation by Sher­ 
man Adams if, by so doing, he 
could bring about the immediate 
abolition of all gift giv ing to pub­ 
lic officials — including, of course, 
the large sums of money contribut­ 
ed during and between campaigns 
through the efforts of labor unions 
and corporation ex ecutiv es. 
If what Sherman Adams did was 
wrong, then ev ery member of the 
House or Senate who has receiv ed 
large campaign funds from special 
interests should for the remainder 
of his term disqualify himself from 
v oting in fav or of any legislation 
affecting those special interests — 
business or labor unions or any 
company in which he personally 
owns any stock. 
But would this prov e any thing? 
Can’t a man accept a gift from 
a friend or a campaign contribu­ 
tion and still be honest and decide 
questions in the public interest? 
It’s a principle worth fighting 
for, and the battle will be lost if 
Sherman Adams is compelled to 
liv e the rest of his life under the 
stigma or implication of dishonesty 
which so many of today ’s politi­ 
cians would thoughtlessly place 
upon him. 
President Eisenhow'er has not 
seemed to be the kind of public of­ 
ficial who would y ield to ex ­ 
pediency and sacrifice an honest 
man.

A Look At Formosa 


Formosa faces Red China ov er 
100 miles of shallow water. Oki­ 
nawa lies 365 miles to the north­ 
east, the Philippines only 225 miles 


to the south. 
As the main remnant of Nation­ 
alist China and an Asian bastion 
of the free world, Formosa’s posi­ 
tion is chronically precarious. 
The past of the strategic island 
also is haunted by war and con­ 
quest. It has been a pirate lair; 
a colonial outpost of the Dutch, 
Spanish and French; a model col­ 
ony and w'ar base of the J apan­ 
ese. V-J Day rev erted the island 
to Chinese rule, which has p r e- 
v ailed off and on since the 13th 
century . 
The v igor of Formosa’s farms 
and factories makes it a prize. 
Shaped like a tobacco leaf, 240- 
mile-long Formosa is about twice 
the size o£ New J ersey . It is lush 


and mountainous, with 
s i l v e r y 
streams and waterfalls. The is­ 
land turns a rugged spine towards 
the Pacific. The towering peaks 
graduate into terraced slopes and 
plains that stretch to the island’s 
western shore. Hence its Chinese 
name Taiwan, meaning “ terraced 
Bay .’; 
Something is planted in nearly 
ev ery square inch of tillable soil 
— rice, sugar cane, wheat, pineap­ 
ples, v egetables, or tobacco. Two, 
three, ev en four crops 
can 
be 
grown y early . At harv est time, rice 
is spread on highway s and streets 
to dry . 
J he island supports, to the best 
of its considerable ability , some 
9,300,000 people, including 2,000,- 
000 who in effect suddenly “ came 
to dinner.” They are the an t i- 
Communist Chinese who followed 
Gen. Chiang Kai-shek from t h e 
mainland in 1949.

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Dog-Wagging By Peiping 


age American is. It is equally doubtful the 
Soviet high command enjoys the prospect of 
having Russian cities wiped out in nuclear 
warfare any more than American officials de­ 
sire to lose our strategic centers. 
Then there are the rumors that Mao de­ 
manded and got from Khrushchev a promise 
of nuclear weapons and rocket missiles. If 
they have been or are delivered, Mao is in 
a position to trigger a nuclear war himself. 
Some diplomats believe that because this pos­ 
sibility is so unattractive to the Kremlin, 
Khrushchev's pronouncement of support for 
Peiping was intended to serve as fulfillment 
of the weapons commitment. 
Topping everything is the definite likelihood 
that the Russian bosses are growing increas­ 
ingly uneasy over the mounting Chinese 
strength on the Soviet’s southern border. This, 
plus Mao’s willingness to take large gambles 
at Moscow’s expense, would help to explain 
why Khrushchev was willing to go all out 
in his efforts to appease his “little brother” 
in Peiping. 
Pursued to its logical conclusion, the evi­ 
dence—though circumstancial to the Western 
detective—supports the verdict that Mao has 
made his point: The Kremlin is on probation 
not to ignore Peiping again. 


If Americans are breathing easier in the 


hope that the ambassadorial talks in War­ 
saw herald a cooling-off period in the Far 


East crisis, they can perhaps find some solace 
in speculation that the Russians are doing 


the same thing. 
There have been intermittent rumors in 
recent years that Peiping is more of a thorn 
than balm in Moscow's side, but never before 
has there been such concrete evidence that 
the Red China tail can and sometimes does 
wag, the Kremlin dog. 
The whole thing started when Mao Tse-tung 
forced Nikita Khrushchev into a complete' 
about-face on the Mideast summit conference 
because it would have been held in the I nited 
Nations Security Council, of which Nationalist 
China is a member. Miffed and angered by 
this diplomatic boo-boo by the Russian, Mao 
may very well have sparked the present situa­ 
tion to show the Russians as well as everyone 
else that he is too big to be ignored. 
Another clue is Khrushchev’s warning to 
the United States last week that the Soviet 
Union would be a full partner with Red 
China in the event of war. It is highly doubt­ 
ful the average Russian is any more eager 
to die for the offshore islands than the aver- 


Parents9 Choice: Is It (rood Enough? 


The suit by a segregationist Little Rock 
mother to force Gov. Orval Faubus to re­ 
open the high schools even on an integrated 
basis may be, as has been suspected, a pre­ 
arranged legal gambit Nevertheless it comd 
be more truth than fiction as a clue to the 
ultimate solution of the present impasse 
southern politicos have created in the deseg­ 
regation situation. 
There can be no doubt that the majority 
of Arkansas white parents oppose integra­ 
tion. They re-elected Orval Faubus to prove 
it. The question is w ether they are willing 
to go so far as to deprive their own children 
of an adequate education in order to pre­ 
vent a few Negroes from getting the same 
education. 
This question Faubus himself cannot an­ 
swer, despite his cocksure statements on his 
legal position in ‘he school-closing action and 
his boasts of “full” support among parents 
involved. That is the basis for one theory 
regarding the mother’s suit: It may have 
been designed to use the state courts to get 
the governor off the hook if too much com­ 
munity criticism develops in the wake of 
the closing. 
Faubus’ doubts about how far he can go 
can also be *een in the provision for a ref­ 
erendum that he inserted in the law au­ 
thorizing closing of the schools. True, this is 
really only a gimmick, because a major^y 
of all qualified voters must approve in order 
to reopen the integrated school — and that 
is about twice the number of voters that 
usually turns oui f°r an Arkansas election. 
Yet the ballot scheduled for Oct. 7 could 
serve as a barometer to community feeling 
even if it does not reopen the school. 
Already many Little Rock families have 


attempted to enter their children in other 
schools now unaffected by federal court or­ 
ders. They have failed, primarily because 
the other schools face the common problem 
of overcrowding already. Even if the other 
districts were willing to take the Little Rock 
students, it seems unlikely under the cir­ 
cumstances the youngsters would be able to 
get 
schooling 
comparable 
to what thqr 
would have in their normal facilities. 
As for reopening the schools on a private, 
segregated basis, the Little Rock s c h o o l 
board has raised the question of whether 
this can be done with assurance of full ac­ 
creditation. A diploma from an unaccredited 
school could hardly be considered a certi­ 
ficate of adequate education, especially in 
the eyes 
colleges and universities outside 
the state. 
Finally, although there is no federal pro­ 
vision, 
constitutional or 
statutory, 
which 
forces a , state to have a public school sys­ 
tem. the tradition of public education is im­ 
bedded in this nation’s way of life at least 
as deeply as segregation is in the southern 
way of life. Aside from the legal question of 
using public tax money for private schools, 
there remains a considerable suspicion that 
the kind of switcheroo contemplated by both 
Arkansas and Virginia cannot provide the 
same schooling a public system does. 
As Gov Faubus says. there has been no 
“massive resistance** in Little Rock to his 
order closing the high schools. But if white 
parents there have the same hopes and de­ 
sires for their children parents universally 
have, it will be hard — as the schoollesi 
days tick off — for them to resist the con­ 
clusion that an integrated school is better 
than none at all.

the issue even harder? 
The mere asking of these ques­ 
tions points up the dilemma faced 
by both President Eisenhower and 
Mr. Adams this week, now that 
the latter has returned from his 
vacation. 
The problem doesn’t involve any 
new facts. For the underlying situ­ 
ation is just the same as it was 
when the political furor over the 
acceptance of gifts by Mr. Adams 
from his close personal friend, 
Bernard Goldfine, first hit the 
headlines in June. 
It now is being said, of course, 
that the Maine election a week ago 
accentuated the importance of the 
issue. 
This sounds like an alibi from 
the side that, for other reasons, 
lost the election and from those 
weak-kneed candidates among the 
Republicans who now fear they 
may lose out, too — also for other 
reasons. 


ACTUALLY, it will do no good, 
politically speaking, for Sherman 
Adams to resign voluntarily. There 
might have been last June a slight 
benefit 
politically 
if 
President 
Eisenhower himself had asked for 
the resignation. 
But if done at this late date, the 
Democrats would immediately ask 
why Mr. Eisenhower waited so 
long _ and they would continue to 
try to smear his administration 
anyhow as somehow “tainted.’* 
If the Republican nominees who 
are clamoring for the scalp of 
Sherman 
Adams 
would 
exhibit 
some of the courage that is oc­ 
casionally manifested even by can­ 
didates 
for 
public office, 
they 
would turn the Sherman Adams is­ 
sue around and take a leaf from 
the book of the militant “liberals” 
whose battle cry in recent years 
has been that a man should be pre­ 
sumed innocent until he is proved 
guilty and should not be made to 
suffer because of “guilt by asso­ 
ciation.” 
It’s better sometimes to lose an 
election in order to reaffirm and 


personal friend turned out to be 
“imprudent” because of the innu­ 
endoes publicized by a hostile in­ 
vestigating committee in Congress, 
but it is true that Mr. Adams per­ 
formed exactly the same service 
for many other citizens from whom 
he never received any gifts. 
For the executive offices staff to 
make inquiries from other depart­ 
ments or agencies of the govern­ 
ment in behalf of the citizens — 
all of whom have a right to “peti­ 
tion the government for a redress 
of grievances” — is to apply the 
First Amendment in the Bill of 
Rights of the Constitution. 
But the politicians, who know 
that suspicion does not constitute 
proof of guilt, are nevertheless 
groping for a scapegoat. 
Somehow, they believe that they 
can curry favor with the voters by 
coming out for the dismissal of 
Mr. Adams. This assumes that the 
public has been misled or cannot 
weigh the truth when it is fully 
presented on the stump. 
So far as meeting the issue rais­ 
ed by the Democrats, there is the 
Biblical argument that only he who 
is withoOt sin may cast the first 
stone. 
The record of convictions and 
imprisonment of several persons 
who held office under the last 
Democratic administration could 
make interesting rebuttal material 
for the Republicans to use if the 
Democratic candidates want to 
risk a revival of those controver­ 
sies and a reminder of some act­ 
ual and undisputed cases of cor­ 
ruption. 


THERE MIGHT BE, to be sure, 
some constructive purpose served 
by a voluntary resignation by Sher­ 
man Adams if, by so doing, he 
could bring about the immediate 
abolition of all gift giving to pub­ 
lic officials — including, of course, 
the large sums of money contribut­ 
ed during and between campaigns 
through the efforts of labor unions 
and corporation executives. 
lf what Sherman Adams did was 
wrong, then every member of the 
House or Senate who has received 
large campaign funds from special 
interests should for the remainder 
of his term disqualify himself from 
voting in favor of any legislation 
affecting those special Interests — 
business or labor unions or ary 
company in which he personally 
owns any stock. 
But would this prove anything? 
Can’t a man accept a gift from 
a friend or a campaign contribu­ 
tion and still be honest and decide 
questions in the public interest? 
It’s a principle worth fighting 
for, and the battle will be lost if

A Look At Formosa 


Formosa faces Red China over 
IOO miles of shallow water. Oki­ 
nawa lies 365 miles to the north­ 
east, the Philippines only 225 miles 


to the south. 
As the main remnant of Nation­ 
alist China and an Asian bastion 
of the free world, Formosa’s posi­ 
tion is chronically precarious. 
The past of the strategic island 
also is haunted by war and con­ 
quest. It has been a pirate lair; 
a colonial outpost of the Dutch, 
Spanish and French; a model col­ 
ony and war base of the Japan­ 
ese. V-J Day reverted the island 
to Chinese rule, which has p r e- 
vailed off and on since the 13th 
century. 
The vigor of Formosa’s farms 
and factories makes it a prize. 
Shaped like a tobacco leaf, 240- 
mile-long Formosa is about twice 
the size of New Jersey. It is lush 


and mountainous, with s i l v e r y 
streams and waterfalls. The is­ 
land turns a rugged spine towards 
the Pacific. The towering peaks 
graduate into terraced slopes and 
plains that stretch to the island’s 
western shore. Hence its Chinese 
name Taiwan, meaning “terraced 
Bay.’J 
Something is planted in nearly 
every square inch of tillable soil 
— rice, sugar cane, wheat, pineap­ 
ples, vegetables, or tobacco. Two, 
three, even four crops can be 
grown yearly. At harvest time, rice 
is spread on highways and streets 
to dry. 
Jhe island supports, to the best 
of its considerable ability, some 
9,300,000 people, including 2,000,- 
000 who in effect suddenly “came 
to dinner.” They are the a n t l- 
Communist Chinese who followed 
Gen. Chiang Kai-shek from t h e 
mainland in 1949.

Council Airs 
Ways To Raise 
General Fund 


Palestine Couneil 
Told Committee To 
Seek New Revenues 


EAST PALESTINE - Council 


asked for a report of city finances, 


.especially the general fund, at its 
m eeting Monday night with the pos­ 


sibility that some action can be 


taken to provide additional oper­ 


ating money. 


It was pointed out that the gener­ 
al fund has been at a low ebb sev­ 
e r a l years and at the start of this 
month had only $151. This balance 
was possible only because funds 
were transferred from the parking 
m eter departm ent. 


Frank E arly, chairm an of Coun­ 
cil’s finance com m ittee, said his 
com m ittee will m eet within a few 
days to m ake a study of possible 
sources of additional money. 
Councilmen discussed the possi­ 
bility of borrowing funds from the 
electric light fund, but no decis­ 
ion was reached. 
County officials for several years 
urged Council to subm it operating 
levy and it was placed on the bal­ 
lot last year and defeated. 
Councilmen several m onths ago 
considered subm itting an operating 
levy on the Novem ber 4 ballot but 
later agreed that with three local 
issues already up for a vote, a 
fourth m ight jeopardize the others. 
Local voters, over a period of 
years, have renewed a 1-mill levy 
for street m aintainance and a sim ­ 
ilar issue for City Park every two 
years. 
In November, voters will also 
decide the fate of a special levy 
to provide funds for purchase of 
a new fire truck. 
The general fund is used prim ar­ 
ily to pay salaries of policemen, 
firemen and various elective offi­ 
cers, along with the expenses of, 
safety departm ent equipment. 
M ayor Paul Merwin a d v i s e d 
Council that he felt the city could 
purchase a late model used car to. 
replace the present police cruis­ 
er. a 1954 model with alm ost 90,- 
000 miles.
